Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney and Examiner discussed about the Roohparvar prior art 
and independent claim 1. Attorney presented the proposed claim 1 as following: 
A method for scheduling a dynamic random access memory device command comprising: 
issuing a first device command from a memory controller to a dynamic random access memory device; and 
issuing a first value, associated with the first device command, from the memory controller to the dynamic random 
access memory device, wherein the first value determines, at least in part, a first performance time at which the first 
device command is to be performed by the dynamic random access memory device. 

Attorney alleged that (i) Roohparvar does not teach, or even suggest, that the "m clock" bits determine, at least in part, 
a time at which the READ command is performed; and (ii) Roohparvar does not teach that a memory controller issues 
both device commands and associated values to a dynamic random access memory device. 

Examiner in position that the "performance" of the READ command and "availability" of the READ data is not different 
since the READ data will not be available until the READ command is performed. 

Examiner suggested to add limitation of "after which the READ data is available after a delay of a second value" or 
similar language. 

Attorney will submit the amended claims in the next official response.. 
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
